And as the Kings Authgrity and Supremacy is thus ſo far extended 
in Ecclefiaſtical thing, ſao over Eccleſiaſtical Perſons, Every Soul 
wut be ſubje to the Higher Powers, and therefore if Church-inen have 
Souls they muſt be ſubjeRalſo, We find that Princes have executed 
their Authoritie over Church-men, Examples whereof we have in 
the Word, as David appointed the Order, and Offices of the Le- 
vites. Solomon put down Abiatber from the Prieſthood. Foſias bur- 
ned the very bones of the Prieſts upon the. Altar, and fo purged 
the Temple, and reſtored the Paſſover. Chriſt himſelf was {ub- 
je& to the Authoritie of Princes, and-appeared at their Tribunal ; 
- Paul was ſubjeQand appeared before the Magiſtrates, and uſed their 
power when he appealed to Ceſar. Forif Church-men be Citizens» 
or Members of the Commonwealth , then they muſt be ſubje&t-to 
the Rulers, and Laws of the Commonwealth. To this alſo is the 
Dodrine of the pureſt times Gincy tha Apoſtles agreeable; for Chry- 
ome upon Row. 13. ſayes, that alf Church-men yea Apoſtles, Enan-
